Right Houonrable, Reverend, and beloved in the Lord, 


S we are not without the knowledge, ſo are we 
not without the feeling of the diſtreſſcs of our Na- 
tive Countrey, and of the troubles of our dear 
Brethren , ſpecially that the hand of the Lord is 
: ſtretched out againſt you , not onely by Invaſion 
ad from without of the baſeſt of the children of men, 
> butalfoby the unnaturall treachery of ſome within , who have 
'- dcalt perhidicuſly 1n the Covenant and Cauſe of God : They hiſſe 
, and gaaſh the teeth z, they ſay, We have (Wallowed her up : certain= 
* ly thy « the aay that we Looked for : We have forrnd,, We have ſeen it; 
: - the Lord hath cauſed thine Enemy to rejoyce over thee , he bath 
> ſer up the horn of thine Adverſaries : Yet ( faith the Lord, who 1s 
thy maker and thy busband, the Lord of hoſis is his name , and thy Re= 
acercr the holy Ons of Iſrael ) for a ſinall moment have I farſiiken 
: thee, but with great mercies will 1 gather thee, In a little WrArn J hide 
A 3 my 
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my face from thee, for a moment. ; but with everlaſting kindneſſe wilt 
1 have mercy on thee :. for this is as the Waters of Noah, the Covenant 
of my peace ſhall not be removed , ſaith the Lord that hath mercy on 
theee When the fonndation of the Houſe of the Lord was laid, the 
Prieſts and Levites ſung together in praifing and giving thanks 
to the Lord, Becauſe he 1s good, for his mercy endureth for ever. And 
we hope at this time upon the coming of our Reverend Brethren, 
and the fight of that which they bring with-them , the noiſe of the 
ſhout of joy , ſhall be louder than the noiſe of the weeping of the 
People. This we may fay , that not many yeers ago , many of us 
would have been content to have loſed oar lives, that we might 
have obtained that which-the Lord, iFnot in a miraculous, yet in 
a marvellous and mercifull providence, hath brought to paſſe in 
this Iſland, in theſe dayes ,. which many before us have deſired to 
ſee, and have not ſeen. God forbid that it ſhould ſeem a ſmall 
thirg in your eyes which is done here already, as 1t is expreſſed 
in a Paper from the Parliament , and Letters-from the Aſſembly. 
Yeare belt acquainted. with the temptatiens and difficulties which 
ye meet with.there:, which ave alſo very ſenſible unto.us ; And 
when we conſider how the Lord hath carried on his Work here, 
at the firſt taking of the Covenant, and ſince, againſt much learn- 
ing and contradiction , againſt much policy, pewer, and all forts 
of oppoſition, (ſuch as Reformation uſethto encounter) weare 
raviſhed with admiration of the right hand of the Almighty. 
For our part, we may confidently avauch in the fight of God, 
and before you, whom next unto God we do reſpe& and re- 
. erence, and to whom as your ſervants weare accomptable, that 
tn all our proceedings we had firſt of all the word of God be- 
fore our-eyes for the Rule ; and for our Patern the Church of Scor- 
land, ſo muchas was poſſible; and no lefſe (if not more) than if 
all this time fince we parted from you, wehad'been fitting in a 
Nationall Afſembly there , and debating matters with our Bre- 
thren at home : -Where we were not able to'get every thing fra. 
med to our minde,, we have endeavoured as much as we could, 
to preſerve our own Reformation and praQice , of which our 
Brethren will give you accompt in the particulars, we hope, to 
your ſatisfation. That an Uniformity -in every thing is not ob- 
rained in the beginning , let it not ſeem ſtrange ; The levelling of 
the hig Mountain of - Prelacy , The laying aſide of the Book of 

; __ Commo: 
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Common Prayer , The DireQory of Worſhip concluded in both 
Houſes of Parliament, and the principall Propoſitions of Church. 
Government paffed in the Aflembly , all of them according to 
the Solemne League and Covenant , the greateſt of all, are three 
or foure witneſſes to prove, that the Lord hath done great thipgs 
for us , whereof we areglad, and which make us /ike chem that 
dream: And we are ſure, that not onely the Reformed Kirks, 
but the Papiſts will ſay , The Lord hath done great things for 
them, | | 

All that we deſire, is : 

I. That the Dire&ory of Worſhip may be returned by our Bre- 
thren with all poſſible expedition , that it may be publiſhed here, 
and put in pra&tiſe, as that which js extreamly longed for by the 
good People, and will be a remedy of the many differences and 
diviſions about the Worſhip of God in this Kingdem , eſperially 
in this place: If there be any thing in it that diſpleaſeth , let it be 
remonſtrate upon irrefragable and convincing” reafon , otherwiſa 
ye will in your wiſdom give approbation te it, 

2. If there be any particular differences among ſome Brg- 
thren, which are not determined , but paſſed over in filence in the 
DireRory , and yet hinted at in the-Letter from the Aſſembly, we 
hope that in your wiſdom ye will ſo confider of them , that they 
may belaid afidein- due time, and that in the mean while, till 
the Direory be concluded and put , in practice, there be no 
trouble about them , for that were as Snow in Summer, and as 
Rain in Harveſt. We know nothing of that kinde, that all of 
us who love Unity , Order, and Edification; . may not periett- 
ly agree in, without ſcandall or diſturbance : Atd we beſeech 
the Lord to keep that Kirk free of fuch Se&s and Monſters of Opi- 
nions, asare daily ſet on foot- and multiplied in this Kingdom, . 
through the want of that Church-Government by Afemblics , 
_which hath preſerved us , and we hope, through the bleſſing, of 
God, ſhall cure them.

Concerning one Confeſſion of Faith,and Forme of Catechiſme, 
we make no queſtion of a blefſed and perfe&t harmony with you. 
The puvlike Doctrine , held out by our Church toe all the Wotld 
(eſpecially when it ſhall be reviewed, which is 1n great part done) 
concurring ſo much with yours, may afſureyou of your hearts de= 
fire in thoſe:particulars, ſo ſoon as time and opportunity may give 
us liberty to perfe& what we have begun. op
